Tobacco Growers At Hardinsburg* Favor Reduction Of 
Acreage-Great Rally At Hawesville-Call Made For 
Joint Convention Here Next Saturday. 



Several hundred tobacco growers 
met id the courthouse at Hardinsburg 
Saturday for the purpose of completing 
the organi zation of the Brecaeoridge 
conuty union of the American Society 
of Equity, in pursuance to a call 
made by Deputy President E. B. 
Oglesby of this oltjr. When this ob- 
ject of tne meeting wax accomplished, 
several questions of general and lo- 
cal interest were considered. Nothing 
definite was done, however, except the 
adoption of a resolution to curtail the 
acreage of the 1900 crop of tobacco 
twenty-five per cent. Several propos- 
ed plans for holding the present crop 
by the warehouse plan were not 
Nvui-ably received by the convention. 
The courthouse was literally lull. 519 
persons leaving the building, accord- 
ing to th» statement of one man who

Negro Who Was Fired at Friday By 
Harshal Still fllsslnj. 



)hn Johnson, the work-train negro 
who was shot at byMarshal DeHaven 
last FridBy nlgnt while- he was mak- 
ing his escape just after being arrest- 
ed, is still at Urge and nobody seems 
to know where he is. 

Marshal DeHaven arrested Johnson 
for "toting" a gun and had reached 
the jail with his prisoner when be 
made bis escape While Marshal De- 
Haven was unlocking the door, John- 
I hit him in tbe face and then 
oroke and ran op Railroad street. 
The unexpected blow stunned Marshal 
DeHaven and caused him to drop his 
revolver,, but he quickly picked it ip 
and gave chase, firing several times 
at Johnson but without effect. It 
was* very dark and the negro was soon 
out of sight, being seen last as he was 
going towardi Clover creek. 

Irvln O'Brien, who was crossing the 
Clover creek bridge, said be beard 
some one struggling in the water up 
tbe stream and ctying out as though 
id distress, nut. on investigation 
later, he found nothing but some 
fresh tracks on the bauk. This has 
led a lew to believe that Johnson ran 
into the creek and was drowned. It 
is very probable that he caught a 
night freight train and left town.

The following is the address made 
by Theodore Roosevelt on taking the 
oath of office for his second and last 
term 1 

Mv Fellow Citizens: No people on 
earth have more cause to be thankful 
than ours, and this is said reverently, 
do spirit of boastfnlness in our own 
•ngth, but with gratitude to onr 
Giver of^Good who has ble=sed us 
with the conditions whicn have enabl- 
ed us to achieve so large a measure of 
well-being and of happiness. To ns as 
a people it has been granted to lay the 
foundations ot our nstional life n a 
continent. We are the heirs of 
the ages, and yet we have had to 
few of the penalties which in old 
otries are enacted tiy the dead 
narnl of a bygone civilization.

Under 
such conditions it would be our own 
fault if we failed; and the success 
which we have had in the past, the 
success which we conHlently believe 
the future will bring should cause us 
feeling of vain glory but rather 
h deep and abiding realization of all 
which life has offered us ; a full ac- 
Knowledgemnt of the responsibility 
which is ours and a fixed determina- 
tion to show that under a tree govern- 
t a mighty people can thrive best, 
alike as regards the things ot the body 
and the things of the soul. 

• Much has been given to op, and 
union will righ' fully b" expected from 
ns. We have duties to others ana 
duties to ourselves . and we can shirk 
neither. We have become a great na- 
iou, forced hy the tact of its great- 
iess into relations with the other^ na- 
tions of the earth; and vemnut be- 
have hs beseems a people with such 
responsibilities. Toward all other na- 
tions, large and siuall, onr atti.ude 
must oe one ot cordial and sincere 
friendship. Wa must stow not only in 
our words but in our deeds that we 
are earnestly desirious of securing 
their good will *y acting toward 
them in a spirt of just and genen u 1 
recognition of all their rights. But 
jastice and genorosity in a nation, 
as in an individual, count most when 
shown not by the weak but retrain 
from wronging others, we must be 
no less insisrent that we are not 
wronged ourselves. We wish peace , 
but we wnh the peace of justice, the 
peace of ughteou^ness. We wish it 
because we think it is right and not 
because we %re afraid. No weak na- 
tion that acts manfully and .i.wtly 
shonld ever have csnse to fear ns, and 
no strong j.ower should ever be able 
to single ns ont as a subject for in 
solent aggression. 

■Our relations with the other paw- 
Mi ot the world are important; lmt 
still more important are our relations 
among urBelves. Such growth in 
wealth, in population, and in power as 
this nation has seen during the cen- 
tury and a quarter of it's national 
life is inevitably accompanied by a 
like growth in tne problems which are 
ever before every nation that rises to 
greatness. Power invariably means 
both responsibility and danger. Our 
forefathers faced certain perils which 
we have outgrown. We now face their 
perils, the very existence of which it 
was impossible that they shonld tore- 
see. Modern life is both complex and 
intense, and the tiemeodona changes 
wrought by the extraordinary indus- 
trial development of the last half cen 
tury are felt in everj fiber of our so-, 
cial and political being. 

"Never oefore have men tried so 
vast and formidable an experiment 
as that or administering the affairs 
of a ointment under the forms of 
a democratic repnbllo. The conditions 
which have told for onr marvelous 
material well-being, which have de- 
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veloped to a very high degree our 
energy, -elf-reliance. and individual 
initiative have also brought the care 
and an.vi. ty inseparable lrom the vj- 
cuinulAti jn of great wealth in indus- 
trial centers I'pon the success of our 
experiment much depends; not only 
as regards our own welfare, bnt as 
regards the welfare of mannind. If we 
fail, the cause of free self-government 
throughout the world will rock to 
its foundations ; and therefore our re- 
sponsibility is heavy to ourselves to 
tne world as it is to-day, and to the 
generations yet unborn. 

•There is no good reason why we 
shonld fear the future, but there is 
every reason why we should face it 
seriously, neither hiding from oursel- 
ves the gravity ot the problems before 
us nor Tear to appioach these prob- 
lems with the unbending, unflinching 
purpose to solve them aright. 

"Yet, after all. though the prob- 
lems are new, though the tasks set be- 
fore our fathers who founded and pre 
served this republic, the spirit in 
which these tasks must be undertaken 
and these problems faod.it our duty is 
to be done, remains essentially un- 
changdl We know that self-govern- 
ment is difficult. We know that no peo- 
ple need such hign traits of eharacter 
as that people which seeks to govern 
its affairs aright »h rough fhe freely 
expressed will of the free men who 
compose it. 

"But we have faith that we shall 
not prove false to the memories of the 
men ot the mighty past They did 
their work, they left us the splendid 
heritage we now enjoy. We in our turn 
have assured confidence that we shall 
be able to leave this heritage unwast- 
ed and enlarged to onr children huiI 
our children's -hildren. To do so wo 
must show, not merely in ^rent ailm , 
but in the every-day affairs of life, 
the ijuahties of practical intelligence, 
of courage, of hardihood and endur- 
ance, and aiiovo all the power of de- 
votion W a lofty idea, which made 
great the men who founded this re- 
public in the days of Washington, 
which made great the men who pre- 
served this republic in the days of 
Abraham Lincoln. "
